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Recession, yes. 

Depression? No way 

Hearing some of the dire predictions 
for an economy struggling to avert 
a financial collapse, it’s easy to recall 
1930s photos of people huddled in 
soup lines or traveling the country for 
work, and wonder what a depression 
would look like in the modern world. 

Experts say that won’t happen. 

Yes, banks are failing and the stock 
market plunged a record 777.68 
points Monday after the House of 
Representatives rejected the Bush 
Administration’s $700 billion Wall 
Street bailout package. And yes, there 
is genuine concern that, regardless 
of the rescue plan’s fate, the U.S. may 
be headed into a harmful recession 
or long-term period of economic 
stagnation. 

But despite the alarms, including 
President Bush’s dire warnings, 
economists insist there is practically 
no risk of a second Great Depression 
because, for some time now, the U.S. 
economy has been in the midst of a 
very different phenomenon: the Great 
Moderation. 

Coined by a Harvard economist 
earlier this decade, the term refers 
to a U.S. economy shaped by more 
flexibility and far less-volatile 
swings in growth. That flexibility, 
fueled by everything from financial 
deregulation and global trade to the 
shift toward a service economy, will 
keep the nation from sinking into a 
depression, tribune

Is your cash safe? 

FDIC insurance will protect your funds, but banks will likely hike fees

NEW YORK Tlie marlcets’ meltdown and col- 
lapse of financial giants have prompted wide- 
spread jitters about the safety of bank funds. 

“'Your money is safe in your local bank,” 
said Paul Merski, chief economist for 
the Independent Community Bankers of 
America. “The real trouble has been in the 
investment community” 

The sale of 'Wachovia’s deposits and other 
assets to Citigroup on Monday leaves the 
nation with three superbanks, reshaping 
the U.S. banking landscape in the midst of 
unprecedented financial upheaval. 

For customers of those institutions— 
Bank of America, Citigroup and JPMorgan 
Chase — the consolidation may result in high- 
er fees on everything from checking accounts 
to bounced checks and overdrafts, and lower 
interest-rate yields on deposit accounts, bank- 
ing experts said. 

Consumers can take solace, however, 
in FDIC insurance that safeguards up to 
$100,000 per account and covers IRA 
accounts up to $250,000. 

Loan availability also remains in question 


in the near term, particularly after congres- 
sional defeat of the government’s proposed 
financial bailout plan. 

“The larger the bank is, theoretically the 
more power they have to set pricing and other 
policies,” said Nancy Atkinson, senior analyst 
at Aite Group, a financial services research 
firm. “I expect we’ll start to see free check- 
ing accounts start to disappear, and rates on 
overdrafts could go up. Savings rates could 
drop.” 

But the news isn’t all bad. Atkinson and 
others are convinced that the approximately 
8,500 remaining regional and community 
banks nationwide will continue to play a role, 
providing consumers with more options. 

“If you are a customer of the Big Three, 
you’re probably going to see some increased 
fees because these banks have increased their 
market shares— dramatically in some instanc- 
es,” said Tim Yeager, associate professor of 
finance at the University of Arkansas and a 
former economist at the Federal Reserve 
Bank of St. Louis. “From the community 
bank point of view, I don’t think you’re going 
to see much change.” 


WHAT YOU SHOULD DO 

Deciding on a bank is becoming more 
complex every day. Here are some tips if you 
are in the market. Washington post 

» Foremost, your deposits should be 
FDIC-insured. Use Bank Find at www.fdic. 
gov to discover whether a bank is covered 
by the FDIC. 

» Next, decide on whether you want a 
national, regional or community bank or an 
Internet-only bank. Each comes with trade- 
offs. A national bank may provide extensive 
ATM access but may lack personal service. 

A community bank can provide personal 
service but may be limited in its online 
capabilities. An Internet-only bank may 
offer attractive interest rates but have 
higher ATM fees. 

» Finally, when possible, meet the bank 
manager at the branch where most of 
your banking will take place. Determine 
the services you will use most often. 
Understand the fees associated with each 
service and work with the manager to 
establish the accounts most appropriate to 
your needs.

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Sultan of Smut enters 
18th season on TV

REDEYE 

Jerry Springer slides down a pole amid a puff 
of smoke and the blare of Guns N’ Roses’ 
“Welcome to the Jungle.” Once the chants of 
“Jer-ry! Jer-ry!” die down, Springer introduc- 
es a transsexual named Brea who has come 
on the show to confront a man she had sex 
with. 

Before long, the man is onstage, Brea 
has kicked off her high heels, and the two 
are ferociously shoving and clawing each 
other. 

Out comes the man’s girlfriend, who fells 
her unfaithful lover with a single smack to 
the jaw. Audience members jump to their 
feet, pumping their fists and cheering wildly 
By the time Springer’s security guards— three 
off-duty Chicago cops —pull the guests apart, 
Brea’s shirt is torn, her bra is exposed and her 
wig lies on the floor. 

This is the Jerry Springer much of America 
knows: Sultan of Smut, Titan of Trash, Lord 
of the Lowbrow. 

But in recent years, a more respectable 
Springer has sprung into the mainstream, 
thanks to his charming turn on “Dancing 
with the Stars” and as host of ‘America’s Got 
Talent,” the summer’s No. i prime-time show, 
which has its season finale Wednesday 

With “The Jerry Springer Show” losing 
viewers steadily over the past decade— from 
a peak of 8 million viewers in 1998 to 1.7 mil- 



lion last year, according to Nielsen Media 
Research— producers of the show are hoping 
to capitalize on Springer’s newfound popular- 
ity 

As the show entered its i8th season this 
month, producers decided to nix some of the 
crazier acts that had morphed it into a freak 
show (the man with no legs, the transvestite 



u 

puppets), and put Springer back in the spot- 
light. 

“We want to get back to our roots, get 
back to basics, focus on Jerry,” said Rachelle 
Consiglio, who this month became executive 
producer of “The Jerry Springer Show” after 
serving as producer for 13 years. 

“He’s very funny, and people are seeing how 



likeable he is.” 

Onstage, Springer masterfully plays to the 
show’s boorishness. 

“I love you,” Springer purred to a female 
audience member during his introduc- 
tory routine during a show taping Thursday, 
repeating a gag he’s used for years. “He’s a lot 
better-looking,” Springer said, motioning to a

man seated next to the woman, “but Fm rich 
as {bleep}. You go with what you got, and Fve 
got a biiig wallet.” 

Backstage, Springer behaves more like the 
64-year-old grandfather and politics geek 
that he is. The former mayor of Cincinnati 
and Emmy award-winning news commenta- 
tor freely admits his show is, to use his own 
word, “stupid.” 

“I never said people should watch it; that’s 


their business. I know it’s not something Fd 
watch,” Springer told RedEye as he sat in his 
office in the NBC Tower, feet perched on his 
cherry wood desk. 

Hosting the show is just a job. Springer 
said, and his main interests remain politi- 
cal. Asked to name the proudest moment of 
his career. Springer doesn’t mention beating 
Oprah Winfrey’s ratings for many consecu- 
tive weeks in the 1998-99 season. Rather, 
he’s most proud of being mayor— “If I could 
have been mayor forever, I would have done 
that,” he said— and starting an organization 
to bring medicine to Ethiopia during the ’80s 
famine. 

Just how Springer ended up on TV baffles 
him. Born in a London subway tunnel during 
the Blitz shortly after his parents fled Nazi 
Germany, Springer had humble, if extraordi- 
nary, beginnings. 

Springer says he has “no talent,” and he 
attributes his show business success to “pure 
luck.” 

So what’s kept him at the helm of such a 
silly show for some 3,460 episodes and count- 
ing? 

Eirst, Springer said, he really likes the 
guests, who he says are “all really nice young 


kids,” if a bit misguided. 

And as bawdy as the show may be, hosting 
it is “like playing chess every day,” Springer 
said. As a rule. Springer knows nothing about 
his guests before the taping, so “to go onstage, 
and to hear their stories and try to be humor- 
ous, and try to guide it along— that’s excit- 
ing,” he said. “It’s like getting a puzzle every 
day I find it really keeps your mind going.” 

It can be jarring to watch Springer go from 
chatting thoughtfully about the financial 
crisis to presiding over a show that rewards 
women in the audience with “Jerry beads” 
when they flash their breasts. But Springer 
compares it to Mardi Gras fun. 

“It’s like, if you go to Mardi Gras, you’re not 
thinking of the intellectual or philosophical 
consequences of dressing up and being in a 
parade,” he said. 

The controversial show has managed to 
stay on the air for 17 years precisely because 
“we’re the only one that’s really nuts,” 
Springer said. Other talk shows “try to say 
they’re helping these people’s lives,” Springer 
said. “Nonsense. This is television. If you’ve 
got a problem, you go to see a doctor, you go 
to a counselor. Television is entertainment.”

Little-known 
Springer facts 

As the host of a show modeled after 
a college frat party, Jerry Springer is 
popular on the spring break circuit. But 
Springer isn’t a drinker. 

“Everyone wants to buy Jerry shots,” 
said Todd Schultz, Springer’s stage 
manager and sidekick for 15 years. “He’ll 
[accept] the shots and he’ll say, 'Thank 
you very much,’ and then when no one’s 
looking he’ll hand it back to us, and we 
drink it.” 

Here are some other bits of Springer 
trivia. 

Springer’s real weakness: cheese- 
burgers. “Wherever we go, he always 
gets a cheeseburger,” Schultz said. 

Home: Sarasota, Fla., where he lives 
with his wife. When in Chicago, he stays 
in an apartment he rents in the Hancock 
building. 

Car: “My real car, the one I love, is a 
Bentley,” Springer said. 

Favorite Chicago restaurants: “I’m 
such a loser, that I eat wherever I can 
walk to,” Springer said. He frequents 
Cheesecake Factory, The Grill on the 
Alley, Gibsons and Tavern on Rush, which 
are all just a few blocks from his home. 

Favorite TV shows: “I only watch 
sports and cable news,” Springer 
said. “I’m constantly flipping between 
MSNBC, Fox and CNN.

Some Wrigleyville bar owners have signed 
onto a city plan to cut off alcohol sales after 
the seventh inning of home games in which 
the Cubs could win a playoff series, city offi-

The idea is for bars to voluntarily cut off 
alcohol sales after the seventh inning— as the 
ballparks do— and the bars would resume 
sales at game’s end. In a compromise, the city 
agreed to allow owners to resume alcohol sales 
if such a “clinch” game goes to extra innings, 
said Aid. Thomas Tunney (44), whose 44th 
Ward includes Wrigley 

Tunney is a Mayor Daley ally but initially 
expressed concerns about the plan. On 
Monday, after the meeting, he said, “I’m 
willing to give it a try” 

He acknowledged reticence from bar 
owners in his ward, but added, “I think they’re 
willing to give it the benefit of the doubt and 
see if it has an effect.” 

Billy Lawless, owner of the Irish Oak, 
3511 N. Clark St., emerged from a Monday 
morning meeting with city officials and said 
of the pact: “I’m not happy with it.” 

“You say it’s voluntarily, but, c’mon, it’s a 
directive from the city,” he said. 

Maureen Martino, executive director of 
the Lakeview East Chamber of Commerce, 
said the mood of bar owners was “solemn,” 
and they worry about retribution for not 
volunteering. 

‘Are they going to see all these inspectors 
come flying in?” Martino said. “Of course, the 
city is going to say no.”

Peterson: I can’t explain polygraph results

Eormer Bolingbrook police sergeant Drew 
Peterson said Monday he couldn’t explain 
why a polygraph exam showed he was 
deceptive in answering questions about 
the Oct. 28 disappearance of his fourth 
wife, Stacy. 

On an appearance on the CBS’ “The Early 


Show,” Peterson said the lie-detector test 
showed he was deceptive in answers for three 
questions: when was the last time he saw his 
wife, if he knows where she is and if she called 
to tell him she was leaving. 

In a telephone interview with the Tribune, 
Peterson said he passed all other questions, 
including whether he physically harmed his 


wife or was involved with the physical remov- 
al of her. 

He also said he passed all questions related 
to the 2004 death of his third wife, Kathleen 
Savio. 

Peterson, 54, took the polygraph as part of 
an interview for a book due out Wednesday 
from Canadian publisher Kunati Books 


titled “Drew Peterson Exposed.” The 
book’s author, Derek Armstrong, has said 
that Peterson also lays out the timeline of 
his whereabouts on the day Stacy, then 23, 
vanished. 

Authorities have named Peterson a suspect 
in his wife’s disappearance. He maintains he 
is innocent.

Despite their political differences, Elliott 
admits to a bit of a crush on the Alaska gover- 
nor. He began painting her smile and trademark 
glasses, he said, before filling in the details: a gun, 
red high heels, polar bear rug, rugged Alaska 
landscape and a scared moose. His daughter, who 


looks a little like Palin and does a great impres- 
sion of her, served as a model for the governor’s 
body 

Since Elliott, 68, hung the portrait Thursday, 
it’s been a steady draw at the dive bar, which is a 
popular spot for comedians from Second City to 
grab beers and play pinball after shows.

Man charged in police officer’s killing 


Prosecutors Monday night charged the man 
accused of opening fire on four Chicago police 
officers and killing one of them with first-degree 
murder, a spokesman said. 

Lamar Cooper, 37, also was charged with 
three counts of armed habitual offender and a 
single count of cocaine possession in connection 
with the incident early Sunday that left Officer 
Nathaniel Taylor Jr. critically injured. Taylor died 
several hours after being shot. 

Eirst-degree murder of a police officer is a cap- 
ital offense, said John Gorman, a spokesman for 


Cook County State’s Atty Richard Devine. 

Earlier Monday, Chicago Police Supt. Jody 
Weis visited Taylor’s family at his home on the 
Southwest Side. Weis and other officials pre- 
sented the officer’s wife, Alcione, with a check for 
$50,000 from the Hundred Club of Cook County 
police said. 

“It’s tough to take,” said Weis, after leaving the 
home. “We lost a colleague; we lost an officer. 
They lost a family member.” 

Taylor, a 14-year veteran of the department, 
was the third Chicago police officer killed by 


gunfire since June. He was a gang intelligence 
officer who received 55 department awards dur- 
ing his career, according to police. In addition to 
his wife, he is survived by a brother, two sisters 
and a daughter, police said. 

Police said Cooper was sitting in a parked Geo 
Prism outside in the 7900 block of South Clyde 
Avenue about 5:30 a.m. Sunday when Taylor and 
three other narcotics officers approached. The 
officers were about to execute a search warrant 
on Cooper’s home when Cooper, still inside the 
car, opened fire on them.

The Regional Greenhouse Gas Initiative 
is viewed as a possible model for a national 
program to reduce emissions of carbon 
dioxide. 

Energy, financial and environmental 
interests paid $3.07 per allotted ton of 
emissions, about 65 percent more than the 
minimum set price of $1.86. 


The $38.5 million raised in Thursday’s 
auction will be distributed to Connecticut, 
Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island and Vermont. The states plan to 
invest the funds in renewable and energy 
efficient technologies, as well as programs 
to benefit utility rate payers. 

“The first RGGI auction has 
successfully used market forces to set a 
price on carbon, and this will send a clear 
market signal to support the investment 
in clean energy technologies,” said Pete 
Grannis, commissioner of the New York 
state Department of Environmental 
Conservation and RGGI chairman.

□ HARARE, Zimbabwe Banking authori- 
ties raised the daily withdrawal limit in 
Zimbabwe, prompting tens of thousands to line 
up Monday in desperate hopes of getting enough 
cash for groceries before spiraling inflation eats 
away more value. 

New rules went into affect the day President 
Robert Mugabe returned from the UN allow- 
ing withdrawals of up to 20,000 Zimbabwe 
dollars — that’s $35 American. The old 1,000 
Zimbabwean-dollar limit was barely enough to 
buy a newspaper. 

The limit and the fact that Zimbabwe has the 
world’s highest inflation rate, officially ii million 
percent, unofficially much higher, has meant 
long lines at banks most days. 

But Monday was extraordinary Mothers with 
babies strapped to their backs arrived at bank 
doors at dawn. Police vainly tried to stop the 
crowds from blocking traffic, but there appeared 
to be more police and uniformed soldiers in line 
to get cash than on duty 
As the lines disrupted traffic in Harare, the 
capital, Mugabe returned from a 10 -day trip to 
the UN promising a new coalition government 
will be named soon. Getting the long-promised 
government up and running is seen as a first 
step to addressing the southern African nation’s 
growing economic and humanitarian crisis. 

History lesson 

President Robert Mugabe, in power since 
independence from Britain in 1980, blames Western 
sanctions for Zimbabwe’s economic collapse. But 
critics point to his 2000 order that commercial 
farms be seized from whites. The often-violent 
seizures disrupted the agriculture-based economy, 
and much of the land went to Mugabe loyalists 
instead of the poor blacks he said he wanted to help.

RAMIREZ’S RECORD GRAND SLAM SAVES 
SEASON FOR SOX FOR ONE MORE NIGHT

Gavin Floyd was supposed to be merely a 
No. 5 starter for the Chicago White Sox. 

Alexei Ramirez had a borderline chance 
of making the Sox’s Opening Day roster. 

And Jake Hahn was previously known as 
the 5-year-old son of Sox assistant general 
manager Rick Hahn. 

In a span of six months, capped by 
Monday’s 8-2 victory over Detroit, that 
threesome has given the Sox a reasonable 
chance to advance to the American League 
playoffs for the second time in four years. 

Floyd won his 17th game by pitching six 
innings of five-hit ball with 118 pitches on 
three days’ rest. 

Ramirez made a last-ditch effort for the 
AL Rookie of the Year Award by smacking 
his fourth grand slam of the season, which 
snapped a 2-2 tie in the sixth. 

And the younger Hahn made Tuesday’s 
6:30 p.m. tiebreaker game against AL 
Central rival Minnesota more comforting 
to the Sox and their fans by correctly telling 
his father to call “heads” in a coin flip 2 V2 
weeks ago, which gave the Sox home-field 
advantage over the Twins in a tiebreaker for 
the right to advance to the playoffs. 

Tuesday’s game was sold out in less than 
an hour after Monday’s victory and presents 
more support for the Sox, who were swept 
last week at Minnesota but went 7-2 against 
the Twins at U.S. Cellular Field. 

“You get past feeling tired and the aches 
and pains,” reliever Scott Linebrink said. 
“It’s the adrenaline that keeps you going. 
And it’s great to be in this situation after 162 
games. It’s going to take one extra game, and 
we wouldn’t want it any other way” 

Especially after the streaky Sox won 
consecutive games for the first time since 
sweeping a doubleheader from Detroit 
on Sept. 15 and stopping a five-game los-

ing streak that nearly cost them a shot at 
advancing this far. 

“You’ve got to dig down,” first baseman 
Paul Konerko said. “You’ve always got more 
than you think, so you’ve just got to. If any- 
one is worried about (fatigue), then we’re 
not focused. They’re tired too. Believe me. 
You just keep fighting.” 

The Sox overcame a masterful effort 
from former teammate Freddy Garcia, who 
limited them to two hits through five-plus 
innings before leaving with tightness in his 
right shoulder. 

“The first time I stepped in the box, I 
started laughing,” A.J. Pierzynski said. “He 
cursed at me in Spanish, and I started laugh- 
ing just because I know Freddy so well and 
I know that he’s back and throwing the ball 
great. I hope Freddy has a great career.” 

But Garcia’s injury was a break that 
helped the Sox, as Ramirez capped a five- 
run rally with a grand slam on the first pitch 
from Gary Glover. 

“One thing about Alexei, he’s not scared,” 
manager Ozzie Guillen said of Ramirez, who 
has 21 home runs and a .290 batting aver- 
age. “He doesn’t know what kind of game 
this is.” 

Floyd, however, was nervous from the 
outset, according to Pierzynski. 

But he overcame his throwing error, which 
put the Tigers ahead 2-1 in the sixth.

“When a guy goes down, you hope he 
doesn’t go down with a season-ending 
injury,” coach Lovie Smith said. “And 
we haven’t had any of those, except for 
Brandon {McGowan].” 

If Tillman can’t play, Corey Graham 
andTrumaine McBride are likely to see 
increased playing time. The Bears will 
need as many healthy defensive backs 
as possible against the Lions’ explosive 
receiving tandem of Roy Williams and 
Calvin Johnson. 

“Tbu’re concerned because Peanut is a huge 
part of our defense,” safety Mike Brown said. 
“At the same time, you have to keep playing. 
... It doesn’t matter if people get hurt. They 
don’t stop the game.” 

The Bears should have an easier time com- 
pensating for Lloyd, if there is a need. Devin 
Hester looked solid in his return from a rib 
injury; he caught a touchdown pass against 
the Eagles and was on the field for as many 
plays as any other wide receiver. Veteran 
Marty Booker also caught aTD pass against 
the Eagles, and Rashied Davis appeared to 
be over his case of the drops. 

“We’re still OK,” Smith said. “We missed 
Brandon. But we were still able to win the 
football game.”

Split decision 

T.l. swings between hitmaker, thug on ‘Paper Trail’ 


The battle between hitmaker 
T.L and his thugging alter 
ego TI.P. has already taken 
its toll— he’s in the middle of 
serving i,ooo hours of com- 
munity service and will soon 
serve a year in prison for 
gun possession— but it’s far 
from resolved on the Atlanta 
rapper’s new album, “Paper 
Trail.” 

The Grammy winner still 
is bouncing between pop- 
leaning hip-hop anthems, including the 
playful No. i single “Whatever Tbu Like,” 
and spare, often violent, tales of crime 
and brutality, such as the bullying “Every 
Chance I Get.”

“Paper Trail” does succeed at 
banking enough strong singles, including 
“Swagga Like Us,” with Jay-Z and Kanye 
West, and “Swing Ys. Rag,” with Swizz 
Beatz, to keep T.L on the charts during 
his upcoming incarceration. Maybe he 
can use all that time to decide which side 
of his personality he plans to cultivate 
permanently Going back and forth only

When Jennifer Hudson began working on the film “Dreamgirls” in late 
2005, she pulled aside Henry Krieger, who wrote the music, and asked for 
his patience. 

“She said, ‘Henry I want to tell you I’m a slow learner, but I will get it,’ ” 
Krieger recalled. “I saw the look in her eye, and I believed her. And she did 
come through, exactly in her way— slowly” 

It’s been nearly five years since Hudson, 27, emerged as the big-belting 
“American Idol” contestant from the South Side. She made it to seventh 
place, and when she won an Academy Award in 2007 as best supporting 
actress in “Dreamgirls,” she became a symbol of second chances.

On Tuesday, she gets a chance at yet another 
kind of fame with her debut album, “Jennifer 
Hudson,” something she and her fans have had 
to be especially patient about. 

“Everybody’s like, ‘Oh, we’ve been waiting for 
this album forever,’ ” Hudson said in a Manhattan 
recording studio in July, where she was doing a 
photo shoot. “But no one has waited longer than 
me. I’ve been waiting since I was 7 years old.” 

Over 18 months of recording sessions, which 
had to fit around Hudson’s crowded filmmaking 
schedule that included “Dreamgirls,” “Sex and 
the City” and the Oct. 17 release “The Secret 
Life of Bees,” dozens of songs were recorded and 
rejected in search of the right material. While not 
unheard of for a major pop album, that delay is an 
eternity by the make-the-record-while-the-iron- 
is-hot standards of ‘A^merican Idol.” 

Just as important as her material, of course, is 


Hudson’s public image as a singer. 

In the video for “Spotlight,” the first single, 
she comes across as both a diva and a relatable 
gal next door. In it she acts out a fantasy of escap- 
ing a jealous lover’s scrutiny by slipping on her 
heels and heading to a club where the Campari 
flows freely 

Hudson seems less herself strutting in her 
tightly squeezed top than in the video’s scenes 
at home, chatting on the phone with a girl- 
friend. Like Effie White, her character from 
“Dreamgirls,” or Louise, her role as the personal 
assistant to Sarah Jessica Parker in “Sex and the 
City,” Hudson is less a glamorous princess than an 
everyday woman, the underdog, the striven 

Plenty of actresses have made albums before, 
but Hudson is different. In an era of wispy, media- 
trained celebutantes she has an easy populist 
appeal, like the quiet girl in high school who sud- 
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denly comes alive in the school play, making 
everybody proud. And her early education 
in the music of pop queendom seems less 
a step in world domination than a simple 
girlish enjoyment. Besides performing in 
a church choir in Chicago, she learned the 
ropes singing along to Whitney Houston 
songs. 

“She would sing on the record,” Hudson 
said, “and I would throw another note on 
it, and it sounded like a Whitney Houston- 
Jennifer Hudson duet.” 

Even with an Academy Award under 
her belt, Hudson has not given up her 
childhood dream of making it as a singer, 
which in her pre-“Idol” days motivated her 
through dues-paying jobs like performing 
on a Disney cruise ship. 

And hallelujah, can she sing. However 


unusual her path to stardom, Hudson is a 
bona fide vocal athlete, proving herself in 
“Dreamgirls” with one of the all-time great 
diva workouts, “And I Am Telling You Fm 
Not Going.” 

“It’s like I came in through the back 
door,” said Hudson at the recording stu- 
dio. “Even I don’t understand it. I have to 
laugh at myself, like, I won an Academy 
Award? I’m an actress, almost before 
being a singer, when that’s almost all I’ve 
ever known?” 

In conversation Hudson also is decidedly 
non-superstar. She fidgets when she talks, 
idly lining up the computer and mouse of a 
studio console, confessing her love of gad- 
gets and loathing of heels. 

“I’m just this normal person,” she said. “I 
don’t like wearing a lot of makeup or being 


overdressed all the time. I want to be com- 
fortable, wear no makeup, have my hair all 
over my head.” 

After performing on “Good Morning 
America” in July, Hudson expressed some 
frustration that wherever she goes, fans 
rush her and call her Effie. 

“No one knows me,” she said. “They 
know Effie. They know Louise. But you 
never really get to know, OK, who is Jennifer 
Hudson. This album and the music side help 
introduce Jennifer Hudson.” 

So what do you want this album to tell 
people about Jennifer Hudson? 

“Nothing in particular,” she answered 
sweetly, then quickly added, “I just want 
them to at least have a sense of what I’m 
like, who I am, where I come from, what I 
do, where I’ve been.”

Whether it’s covering familiar songs 
on **American Idol” or performing as 
characters in films, you’ve spent a lot of 
time channeling other people. Did that 
make it hard to define yourself on the 
album? 

What was challenging was 
that because of the award for 
“Dreamgirls” and the attention from 
the film, it added pressure on me— 
not in the acting, but in the music. 
I’ve been singing music from other 
artists that came from a different 
time, and I’m always compared to 
them. So it’s been challenging to be 
me and be current. 

You grew up singing in church and 
there’s some gospel on the album. 

Are there any risks to including a 
song like **Jesus Promised Me a Home 
Over There” on the same album as 
“Pocketbook”? 

That’s a huge part of what I am, 
the biggest part. I chose that song 
in particular because that’s where I 
come from. 

Your song from “Dreamgirls,” “And I Am 
Telling You I’m Not Going,” is included 
on your album. What’s the hardest part 
about singing that song? 

I don’t consider that song to be the 
proper way of singing. The high notes 
are not hard. But there’s a lot of what 
I call dirty tones— rough, edgy notes. 
It calls for the right execution to 
get it across. There’s many ways you 
could approach the song, but it has to 
be portrayed that way It’s not just a 
song, it’s Effie ’s story There’s a more 
correct way that I’d prefer to sing 
it. But you can’t cuss someone out 
without the conviction behind it. 

Will that be the signature song you’ll be 
singing forever? 

It looks like that will be the case 
whether I want to or not. I’m glad I 
have a song like that. And I hope to 
have more.

Soups are a tasty 
way to lose weight

Soups are nutrient rich, and because of their high liq- 
uid content soups are coming into focus as an impor- 
tant and tasty tool in weight control. They fill you up 
without filling you out. 

Dr. Barbara Rolls, author of “The Volumetries 
Eating Plan,” found that eating soup as a first course 
helped study participants lose weight because they 
consumed fewer total calories in the rest of the meal. 
But, that doesn’t mean you can gorge on New England 
clam chowder made with heavy cream. 

The broth-based soups they consumed, even though 
they were lower in fat and calories than other foods 
choices, helped to increase feelings of satiety Rolls’ 
theory is that the more water a food contains the more 
full we feel. “If you don’t like soup, start your meal with 
a salad, a piece of fruit or a glass of vegetable juice,” 
Rolls says in her book. 


WHAT’S IN YOUR SOUP? 

» Watch the garnishes as 
they pile up on top. Shredded 
Cheddar cheese, bacon 
crumbles, fried croutons, a 
dollop of sour cream or chunks 
of avocado in tortilla soup 
add an extra 50 calories per 
tablespoon. 

» Yes, it is really hard to find 
lower sodium restaurant soups. 
But generally, if chefs make 
their own soups they rely on 
other ingredients besides salt 
for flavor. For your home pantry, 
happily, there are more good 
tasting canned soups that are 
lower in sodium too.

Most of us would be excited to see our

“Fm looking forward to the movie, but 
Fm not looking forward to the result,” 
said Bunten, head of breed rescue for the 
Chihuahua Club of America. 

She speaks from experience. 

Whenever a Chihuahua has been featured 
in entertainment in the past, it’s been fol- 
lowed by a spike in the number given up by 
people who didn’t realize what they were get- 
ting into. 

It’s easy to fall in love with movie stars, 
especially when the stars are perfectly trained 
by professional handlers like the glitzy dar- 
lings in the Disney release. 

Remember, the dogs are play- 
ing roles. The real-life personali- 
ties of various breeds might not 
be what you expect. In the case of 
Chihuahuas, don’t think laid-back 
lap dog just because they’re small. 

Read the breed standard carefully, 
particularly on temperament. 

Consider this information 
before you buy a Chihuahua: 

» They are feisty, independent 
and driven. Don’t get grabby with 
a Chihuahua. 

» Chihuahuas tend to 
become attached to one indi- 
vidual, meaning they’re not ter- 
ribly friendly to strangers and 
they will defend themselves 
vigorously 

» They challenge other 
dogs regardless of size. 

Early socialization and 
training are critical to 
keep potential aggression 
in check. 

» Don’t neglect their train- 
ing, including housebreaking. 

Many Chihuahuas are 
given up to rescue for this 
reason, Bunten said. 

» Chihuahuas are excel- 
lent watchdogs but your neigh- 
bors may not appreciate the bark- 
ing and your carpets might not 
appreciate the terrier-like love of 
digging.
